of Manitoba, while the returns of potatoes and | 
oats were larger than we heard of elsewhere. | 
Potatoes ran from 400 to 500 bushels per acre, 
oats 100, and wheat varied from 48 to 58 bush- 
els. These statements were made to us by iso- 
lated farmers from Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces. All admitted, however, that 1891 
was an extraordinary year. The disadvantage 
of the Edmonton country is its remoteness from 
market, and on this account wheat is not pro- 
duced to the same extent as in Manitoba. and 
probably will not be for some considerable time 
to come.” 

A large number of Swedes are also going in. 
One of them who had lived some years in Da- 
kota, told me that 300 Swedes from one town- 
ship of Sweden alone had settled in Kdmonton 
this spring. The lands both in the Edmonton 
section and southern Manitoba are being rapid- 
ly taken up.

1. That each halfbreed head of family who was 
resident in that portion of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, ceded by the Indians under treety with 
the government of Canada and outside the li- 
mits of Manitoba, previcus to the 15th Jly, 
1870, shall receive, upon satisfactory evidence 
on support of his or her claim being furnished, 
an issue of $160 in scrip redeemable in Dominion 
lands, 

2. That each child of a halfbreed head of a 
family, or of Indian and white parents, who 
was unmarried and resident on the said portion 
of the Norhhwest Territories, ceded by the In- 
dians under treaty and outside the limits of 
Manitoba, previous to the 15th July, 1870. and 
born before that date, shall receive at his or her 
option, $240 in scrip redeemable in Dominion 
lands or a land scrip entitling each child to se- 
lect 240 acres of land from any lands open for 

homestead entry ; 

Also all parties known as “original white set 
tlers” who went to any part of the Northwest 
Territories in which the Indian title has been 
extinguished, between the years 1813 and 1835 
inclusive, or the children of such persons not 
being halfbreeds, born or living on the 26th 
May, 1874, and residing therein to that date, 
shall receive, upon satisfactory evidence in sup- 
vort of his or her claim being furnished, an 
issue of $160 in scrip sedseniable in Dominion | 
lands, | 

Claims must be filed with the commissioner 
of Dominion lands or his agent before the first 
of May, 1874.

THE CHINESE. 

The recent anti-Chinese demonstration 
in Calgary has been used as a text by a 
number of Manitoba and Northwest papers 
from which to preach a sermon on the laws 
of Christian charity. While admitting 
that the law of Christian charity is a bind- 
ing law, it is desirable to remember that it 
is not the only law that, in fact, its opera- 
tions are limited by the operations of other 
and equally binding laws; for instance 
that if self preservation, which isthe first 
law of nature, and which is, in fact, charity 
manifested at home. The contention that 
the laws of Christian charity of nations or 
of hospitality, in any way binds the people 
of this country to furnish asylum, sympa- 
thy or support to any number or kind 
of foreign heathens who may _ choose 
to engage in the distribution of opium, 
leprosy, small-pox and diabolism generally in 
their midst, in the humble opinion of this 
journal, is to put a somewhat strained in- 
terpretation upon one and all of those 
laws, 

It is not pleasant to awaken to the fact 
that we have in this fair land a Chinese 
question in all its ugliness to face. But 
circumstances have forced it upon the pub- 
lic attention in all its hideousness and 
harmfulness; and as if that were not 
enough a part of our own press must use 
Chineee dirt with which to besmirch those 
who believe that the highest and best char 
ity is that which begins at home. It is 
quite possible that what these people are 
pleased to call the Calgary outrage is not 
sanctioned by law, but let the action of 
the Chinese which led to the so called out- 
rage be considered for a moment. These 
people had been living in Calgary for a 
considerable time, doing business with the 
people and enjoying all the privileges of 
citizenship and christianity ; so far as their 
haughtinesses chose to avail themselves of 
them. One of their number became ill of 
small-pox. In accordance with their own 
laws, religion and customs, they concealed 
the fact of the existence of this disease 
amongst them until it was discovered by 
the merest accident. In the meantime 
they had spread the infection to such an

pense in suppressing the outbreak, which 
was due, not to misfortune or ignorance or 
perhaps event to malice, but to the essen- 
tially characteristic way in which they 
dealt with it. Our laws not contemplating 
having to deal with such people do not 
make adequate provision for the punish- 
nent of such a crime against the state, the 
municipality and the individual, and it is 
not unusual, nor is it unreasonable, that 
cases for which the law does not adequate- 
ly provide should be dealt with spontane- 
ously by the public, as they arise. Let 
those who deplore in such horrified sen- 
tences the resort to mob law in Calgary, 
bend their energies to providing laws which 
will adequately furnish and therefore mea- 
surably prevent the recurrence of such 
crimes as those perpetrated by these Chi- 
nese against the people of that town, of 
the whole Territories and of the whole 
country. What occurred at Calgary recur- 
red at Gretna, It had already occurred in 
Vancouver, New Westminster and Vic- 
toria, and the end is not yet. We may be 
only at the beginning of an outbreak of 
this scourge, and in extending aid, comfort 
and sympathy to the fiends whose religion, 
nature aud social life all sanction their act- 
ing directly as messengers of the plague, 
these who are guilty of doing so are help- 
ing to spread it. It is the duty of every 
man, whatever his race or religion, if he be 
a man, instead of encouraging such un- 
bounded deviltry, to use every means and 
encourage every means, whereby the pecu- 
liar methods of these people regarding 
small-pox, to say nothing of other still 
more lothsome and horrible diseases—shall 
he made to conform to the standards set up 
by ourselves, When we go to China let 
us do as the Chinese do, but while we live 
in our own peculiar civilization it is not 
asking too much of these people that they 
conform to our peculiar ideas. 

One excuse offered for the diabolical 
conduct of these people is that they areigno 
rant and uncivilized, and that therefore are 
entitled to leniency from our superior 
learning and civilization, is too funny for 
anything. The race whose literature and 
civilization was thousands of years old 
when our ancestors were running wild in 
the woods, does not need odds from us, 
and certainly would be the last to admit 
inferiority, The simple fact is that they 
are one people and we are another. They 
have one system of life, while we have an- 
other, According to the conditions sur- : e 
rounding them probably theirs is best for See our Cedars Doors and Get Prices, 
them ; certainly according to the condi- | 
ions surrounding ours is best for us 
Where the great problem to be solved is | 


the problem here, therefore we desire to 
prevent the spread of these peculiarities of 
Chinese civilization amongst us. As long 
as the Chinese question only means cheap 
labor, the Chinamen may have many 
friends; but when the question is the 
question of the spread amongst us of the 
most horrible diseases, his friends are like- 
ly to be fewer, and so will the friends of 
those who, for the sake of the Chinaman’s 
cheap labor will sanction him in the act of 
spreading disease and death, and vices 
worse than death, at willin this country.

Cayley reported the reply to the speech from 
the throne and it was considered in committee 
of the whole. It re echoed the speech through- 
out, except that statement contained in the 
speech, that ‘‘any apprehensions as to the evil 
effects likely to arise from the change in the 
(liquor) law have not been realized.”

SORE AL EO NO HS ETT RATT BL OEE. TS ER 
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KOOTENAY MINES. 
The Vietoria Colonist publishes the accounts 
iven by Mr. A, L, Belyea, of that city, of the 

Kootenky region, which he has just been visit- 
ing. ‘‘in the first place,” said Belyea, ‘“There 
are upwards of 1,000 miners prospecting the 
country lying between the Slocan and Kootenay 
lakes. Every day prospectors are turning to 
Kaslo and Eldorado, and recording claims fully 
equal in value to those located last autumn. 
The principal discoveries, so far, are close to 
Slocan lake and along the ereeks flowing into 
the Kaslo river. The whole country tributary 
to the Kaslo river seems to be a vast deposit of 
minerals—-lead, silver, copper, manganese and 
antimony, 

‘Nearly all the claims so far located are on 
levels above the timber limit and directly upon 
the surface, the veins or teads running from 
one to thirteen feet in width, and, so far as 
developed, show an even width as they go 
down, 

“Mining capitalists are flocking into the 
country, and many claims have been sold at 
prices running from $20,000 to $50,000. The 
purchasers express themselves as amazed at the 
quantity and quality of the ores taken out. It 
is universally agreed among mining experts and 
capitalists that the district is the richest. in sil- 
ver ores ever discovered in America.” 

Mr. Belyea continued: ‘You may say that 
wherever I have been, in Spokane, Portland, 
Tacoma and Seattle, the mining men I have 
met, both the practical workers and the capi- 
talists, predict a great future for the Slocan 
district. They believe that in richness it has 
never been surpassed and seldom equalled, and 
that railway communication and transportation 
for mining supplies and the ores, is all that. is 
needed to commence an era of great mining de- 
velopment in British Columbia. They also be- 
lieve the ores can be smelted on the Kootenay 
Lake as effectively and cheaply as at any other 
point in America.” 


PREMIER ABBOTT ILL, 
August 4th. 


Premier Abbott was attacked with faintness 
and became insensible at his desk in the privy 
council yesterday afternoon, The premier ral- 
lied in half an hour and was driven to his cham- 
bers.
